Highways for Vehicles 
Nobody questions the superior 
safety value of our most modern j 
highways, 
especially 
the 
New 
York-Chicago turnpike network,

But perhaps there is insufficient 
attention 
to certain 
features of 
these roadways. 
Much of tho public comment is 
directed 
at 
their 
remarkable 
width, the lack of intersections, j 
and the broad division between I 
opposing streams of traffic. 
All these things do indeed con­ 
tribute heavily to safety. But the 
words 
“ limited access”
